Both assessments are virtually identical in all major respects. There 
is little doubt that Subject does, indeed, have sone personality 
adjustment problems and that, if he is recruited, he will require firs 
handling, Neither KARTASUK nor LIOVAL-1, however, describes Bubject 


as "psychopathic."
